The subject matter of claim 8 does not meet the 
requirements of PCT Article 33(2) owing to a lack 
of novelty over the documents DE-A-199 37 261 (Dl) 
and DE~A-198 05 121 (D2) cited in the 
international search report: 



Dl describes on page 2, lines 44-56 dye-containing 
polymers for dyeing paper and describes in 
particular oil-soluble dyes which can also be 
fluorescence dyes. Consequently, the subject 
matter of the present claim 8, which claims ''paper 
containing oil-soluble fluorescence dyes'', is not 
novel . 



1.2 On page 13, lines 23-32, D2 likewise discloses 
paper that is dyed with fluorescence dyes 
containing polymer dispersions. 

2. None of the other documents cited in the search 
report and in the application discloses or 
suggests the subject matter of claims 1-7 and 9
